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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 4 
directed to an invention non-elected (Fig.6) with traverse in the reply filed on 10-27-05. 
Applicant is given ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS from the date of this letter, whichever 
is longer, to cancel the noted claims or take other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144). 
Failure to take action during this period will be treated as authorization to cancel the 
noted claims by Examiner's Amendment and pass the case to issue. Extensions of time 
under 37 CFR 1.136(a) will not be permitted since this application will be passed to 
issue. 

The prosecution of this case is closed except for consideration of the above 
matter. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 02-07-06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Claim 4 already examined so claim 4 can not be withdrawn from 
consideration. In reponse, as clearly indicated in the cover sheet and 
"Election/Restriction" section, claim 4 has been withdrawn from consideration because 
the limitations in claim 4 do not read on elected Embodiment 4 Fig. 5. In the body of 102 
rejection, all the limitations in the rejection is preferred to limitations of claim 3 not claim 
4, claim 4 appeared on the header was a typing error, it should be claim 3 not claim 4; 
and there is none of any limitations of claim 4 being addressed in the rejection. So claim 
4 has not been examined by examiner and claim 4 should be canceled. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3 and 5-7 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Amitted Prior 
art Fig.1 appears to be the closest prior art reference. However, this reference fails to 
teach the semiconductor integrated circuit having an arrangement as claimed in claim 3 
and 5.
